Great pressure was brought to bear 
on Landis not only to be light on Ruth 
in his decision but also to lessen the 
sentence after it had been imposed. 
The judge fined Ruth his share of the 
world series money—more than $3,000 
—and suspended him for more than a 
month for the 1922 playing season, 

Judge Landis always has taken a 
great interest in sports and has been a 
great outdoor man. He has been a 
constant attendant at baseball games 
for years, often adjourning court when 
some crucial game was being played 
in order that he might witness it. | 

Born in Millville, 0. 

Judge Landis was born on Nov. 20. 
1866, at Millville, O., being named Ken- 
esaw Mountain affer the mountain of 
that name near Atlanta, Ga., where his 
father was wounded during the civil 
war. The family home ifs in Logans- 
port, Ind., where the judge attended 
‘public school, coming to Chicago in the 
late ’80’s to study at the Union College 
of Law. He was graduated and passed 
the bar examination in 1891, and with 
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the exception of two years spent as 
secretary to Waltef Q. Gresham, secre- 
tary of state under President Cleve 
land, he practiced law until his ap- 
pointment to the federal bench.

HARDING SURPRISED 


WaShington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Judge Landis’ resignation from 
the federal bench at Chicago, although 
a surprise to President Harding, had 
been expected by many in official life 
for some time, in fact ever since he 
agreéd to become supreme arbiter of 
baseball. 

Members of congress, where agita- 
tion over Judge Landis’ remaining on 
the bench while serving as commis- 
sioner of organized baseball has been 
intermittent for more than a year, 
have been convinced that the Chicago 
jurist would retire from one post or 
the other. 

Judge Landis’ resignation, it was 
stated at the White House, had not 
arrived this afternoon. Neither had 


any communication from the jurist 
reached the department of justice. Its 
acceptance by the president, however, 
is regarded as a foregone conclusion. 

Both Illinois senators expressed re 
gret over Judge Landis’ resignation. 

“I sincerely regret that Judge Lan- 
dig has found it necessary to retire 
from the bench where he has done a 
tremendous amount of good,” said Sen- 
ator McCormick. “ His admirable qual- 
ifications as a jurist are too well 
known to require comment. I have no 
idea who will be appointed to succeed 
him. Doubtless there will soon be a 
number of aspirants.”

Washington, D. C.. Feb. 18.—[ 
Associated Press.]—Guns in existing 
defenses of Panama canal are out- 
ranged thousands of yards by the rifles 
of foreigh warships now afloat, accord- 
ing to military experts, who asserted 
today it was possible for a hostile fleet 
to lay off the Pacific entrance far out 
of range and pound the defenses to 
pieces at their leisure. 

Joint army and navy maneuvers, 
planned for this win fr, but abandoned 
because of necessary retrenchment, 
were expected to have demonstrated 
this weakness of the canal defenses in 
striking fashion. Forts on the Pacific 
side of the canal were to have been 
the object of attack by the combined 
fleet to test in simulated war conditions 
the adequacy of the defense and to 
obtain further data for their moderni- 
zation. 


Under the naval limitation treaty, 


the maximum size of guns on existing 
or future capital ships is to be limited 
to 16 Inch weapons. The canal fortifi- 
cations were planned when even the 
British 15 inch naval rifle was in an 
experimental stage. 

An item to cover modernization of 
the canal zone forts is understood to 
be included in the pending army esti- 
mates.

First steps toward an important re 
alignment of American theatrical in- 
teresta were taken in Chicago yester- 
day, when A. L. Erlanger and Lee 
Shubert, heads of the great rival book- 
ing organizations, came from New 
York together to inspect local play- 
houses and hold a series of confer- 
ences. — 
/ At these meetings the groundwork 
was laid for a plan of “ pooling” the 
operation of Chicago theaters, which 
in the past have been divided:into gwo 
hostile camps. A similar project is in 
view for virtually all the. principal 
cities outside of New York. 

First Reported Moves. 

It was reported that the first Chicago 
‘playhouses to be affected would be the 
Colonial and Apollo, Shubert vaudeville 
moving to the Colonial in May and the 
Apollo taking musical comedies, begin- 
ning perhaps with “Sally.” The 
La Salle and Central and possibly one 
or two others, it was said, would be 
closed as “ superfluous ” or turned over 
to the movies. | 

These matters, according to Mr. Shu- 
bert, have not been decided. 

“We are simply looking over the 
ground,” he said, “and trying to ar- 
rive at something that will be beneficial 
to the show business. ‘What we want 
to do is to establish fixed policies for 
the various houses, so that one will be 
a home of drama, another of musical 
comedy, and so on. As it is now, the 
frequent shifts are confusing to the 
public... 

Twelve Theaters Involved. 

“We may have an important an- 

nouncement to make in a few days, 


|}but it is not ready now.” 


The appearance of the long time 
rivals together was something of a 
sensation in theatrical circles. Rumors 
that they would join forces next sea- 
son had come from New York, but it 
was not known that they were so 
nearly ready to act. 

The Chicago theaters involved in the

GOVERNMENT INSURANCE 
OF CROPS. 


Representative King has introduced a bi!] in the 
house the text of which we have not seen, but 
which is Summarized in a press dispatch as pro- 
viding for the creation of a bureau in the treasury 
department for the insurance of growing crops 
against loss by action of the elements. An appro- 
priation of $100,000 is provided for expenses of the 
bureau and @ revolving fund of $10,000,000 to meet 
payment 6f claims. 

This méasure seems to be an’ expression of. the 
tendency to turn to the federal government for 
aid whichr economic pressure, hard times, always 
stimulates. There can be no argument over the 
desirability that farmers should have insurance for 


insuring @merchant's stock of goods? 

In pringipie there is no reason why. But there 
are conditions to be considered ercinst theory. At 
present oniy a few private insurance companies 
offer to insure crops and the price is almost pro- 
hfitive. Bot because the companies are after 
undue profits but because the risks are hazardous, 
end, sincgé there are so few companies insuring, 
losses canfiot be averaged. In fact, several compa- 
nies have been sunk by losses from prevalent hail-

merce, industry, and transportation and brought 
by stupid tyranny and violence its agricultural 
production far below the level of even its own 


poorest, a beggar on the doorstep of the world, its 
people dying from starvation by the million in the 
richest food producing region on earth. 

In the jargon of communism and its parlor pink 
apologists, Lenin may figure as a great statesman 
and Trotzky as a great general. This judgment 
is the product of scrambled mentalities. The sane 
intelligence judges Lenin and Trotzky by what 
they have done to Russia in four years of unmiti- 
gated rule. One thing this great statesman and 
this great general have accomplished, besides 
bringing the Russian people to ruin and death. 
They have kept their jobs. But if this is great 
statesmanship and generalship, we have great 
statesmen and generals and to spare. The history 
of every wretched republic in Latin America js 
full of that sort of greatness. Russia wil] revive 
only when it is rid of it.

BSERVANCE of rules to pre 

vent managers or owners of 

clubs “ tampering” with players 

of other teams are to the best 
interest of baseball. 

Naturally every player would like 
to be with a championship outfit, for, 
aside from the honor, he shares in the 
juicy world’s series melon. Similarly 
many players think the best salaries 
are obtained in cities with large popu- 
lations, because of the 
greater drawing power. Thus a few 
adroit words or veiled suggestions 
may make a player dissatisfied with 
his berth and seek a transfer.

There can be only one champion 
among the eight clubs striving for the 
honor. Fans in all cities are entitled 
to the best efforts of the players rep- 
resenting those cities. Anything tend- 
ing to discourage such efforts is detri- 
mental.” No team can build up if its 


players are to be tempted as soon as 
they show a flash of real caliber. 

Observance of the rule, however, 
must be largely a matter of honor. No 
rule can be devised which will prevent 
a manager from letting a player of 
another team know in some manner 
that he would like his services. Our 
call is for acceptance of the spirit of 
the rule as well as the letter.

IM THORPE is no® 37 years old 

and plays football. He plans to 

play one season more and then re- 

tire to ranching in California, like 

Chance, Overall, Meyers, Papke, 
Jeffries, Morris, and many other noted 
professional athletes.

Star at Old Style Game. 


Before government “ economy” de- 
prived the Indians of Carlisle, the great 
Indian school, Carlisle had a fine foot- 
ball team. For years the Indians met 
the best of the big colleges and usual- 
ly they won. They were fast, shifty 
headlong, tricky, and always fought 
their gridiron battles out to the last 
minute of play. The old style of foot- 
ball was in vogue then, all line buck- 
ing and end running. 

In present day open play the Indians 
would have been almost unbeatable 
because of their speed and sureness of 
foot and their accuracy in kicking and 
handling the ball. Among the Indian 


players whose names will still be re- 


membered by old time fans were Hud- 
son, Belanti, 
Johnson, Seneca, Houser, Guyon, Me- 
toxen, Wheelock, and Bemis Pierce. 
Glen Warner was coach, and became 
famous with his Indian teams. 

But the greatest and most famous of 


all was Jim Thorpe, half back captain. 


in 1912, and unanimously selected as 
All-American. 
Sensational Player. 

Thorpe was the sensational 
football player in the country when on 
the Carlisle team. Six feet tall, power- 
fully but lightly built, and weighing 
about 180 pounds, Thorpe combined 
speed and quick brain with great ag- 


gressiveness and a natural knack of! 


handling himself and the ball. He was 
versatile. As a drop kicker and a place- 
ment kicker he had. .no equal.. In. one 
game against an eastern college he 
kicked four field goals in four attempts. 

Playing against West Point, Thorpe 
scored all the Carlisle points himself, 
making touchdowns, fleld goals, place- 
ment kicks, goal kicks, and scoring 
by every known method except by a 
“safety.” He was a strong and fast 
runner—and is still. 

When Thorpe had won all possible 
football honors he gave part of his 
time to other sports. As a track ath- 
lete he put over a number of very fine 
performances. Going to Sweden to the 
Olympic games of 1912, he won the 
decathion, 800 points ahead of his near- 
est competitor, H. Weislander of 
Sweden. 

| Becomes Professional. _ 

It was after these games that Thorpe 
was declared a professional because he 
had played “ semi-pro” baseball under 
an assumed name in some of the south- 
ern states. His prizes were given to 
Weislander. 

Thorpe also won the American al] 


Mont Pleasant, Welsh. . 


Refused King’s Invitation. 

They told many stories about the big 
Indian on that Olympic trip to Stock- 
holm. The king of Sweden, curious 
to see a real Indian at close quar- 
ters, sent Thorpe an invitation to dine 
with him at the palace. Thorpe de- 
clined the invitation, saying that he 
wanted to go to bed early. 

n leaving Sweden Jim said thé 
Swedes were fine sportsmen and he 
had enjoyed the trip, but he was anx- 
ious to get back to an American bath 
tub.. 

Like many Indian athletes, and other 
athletes for that matter, Jim had a 
wild streak that came out now and 
then. This was in the days whén fire- 
water wasn’t quite so scarce in the 
land. Glenn Warner, the coach, was 
the only man on earth Thorpe held 
in awe. On one occasion, when Car- 
lisle and W. and J. had played a no- 
score game, Thorpe disappeared. Glen 
Warner hunted for him until he was 
found in a café, and then bumped Jim's 
head’ on the marble floor until he 
promised to go back into strict train- 
ing. 


After leaving amateur athletic ranks 
Thorpe became the center of a scram- 
ble by “ pro” baseball managers. John 
McGraw of the Giants grabbed him 
at a fancy figure and tried to make 
him as great a star in baseball as 
he had been in other gports. 


On the day Thorpe signed with Mc- 
Craw, several baseball writers thought 
it would make a good story if the 
big Indian was introduced to a quart 
of whisky and went on atear. But 
Glen Warner nipped the plot by stick- 
ing close to Thorpe for a week and 
shooing the practical jokers off. In 
all his baseball days Thorpe stuck to 
training and did his best to make 
good. He played a fair game and 
became a heavy hitter, but never 
reached the heights of his athletic form 
on the diamond, probably because he 
didn't begin playing baseball early 
enough in his career as an athlete. 
After several years he took up foot- 
ball again, for recreation and revenue.

Was Reason, But It Took 
a Long Time to Find It. 


N the Navy when a captain, by the grace 

of God or by his own ability at leadership 

—probably one and the same thing—has 
a complement of officers and men who work 
as a unit and whistle as they do it; when, in 
brief, their morale is high, it is said of him 
that he has a “ happy ship.” 

You need change only one letter in that 
phrase to describe the Amalgamated Adver- 
tising agency. It was a “happy shop.” 
You felt that the minute you peeked through 
the little window behind which sat the girl 
who handled the telephone board and sent 
your card in to the proper personage. She 


was generally chatting over her shoulder 
with some one inside the office, but she didn't 


keep you waiting, and she had half the tele- 


phone book in her head, 


The some one with whom she was talking 
might be either the head office boy or the 
‘president of the agency—you wouldn’t know 
the difference by the girl’s manner. 
Amalgamated was like that. If ever democ- 
racy in industry or democracy in leisure were 
real, that reality lived in the Amalgamated 

It was a big agency with two or three hun- 
dred people employed, but it was a sort of a 
family party all the time. You couldn’t find 
clique in the Amalgamated if you employed 

detective agency, to make the search. And 
it did more business with less busyness than 
anv similar sized organization im the eity.

For him who loves to muse in old places upon old times, that poster is an 
epitome-—-a shade satirical—of pages upon: pages of American literary, educa- 
tional, and domestic history. Satirical, I think, in its unconscious way, be- 
cause not only does it spell Mr. Alcott’s first name wrong but because it also 
reduces to type much smaller than that which proclaims Louisa the name of 
a man who possessed one of the purest and most original minds in the annals 
of philosophy and education, and who was, too, one of our profoundest think- 
ers—when he was not high-fantastical. “The Socrates of America,” the poster 
calls him, further along. Well, he was that, also, and men weightier than the 
writers of lecture posters often thought of him as such. 

But the poster in its way, again unconscious, is very just. For what weuld 
have become of this Socrates of America without that little, dark-skinned, ex- 
peditious, high-tempered Louisa only the Olympians, who must have sent her 
to him—only they know. 

On another wall hangs a framed letter—a letter from Louisa to her mother, 
the Marmee of “ Little Women,” and the postscript says: 

Regards to Plato. Don’t he want new socks? Are his clothes getting shiny? 
That was written eight months or so before “‘ Little Women” was to take 
American childhood by storm, and by the “Plato,” about whose socks and 
clothes Louisa is worrying, she means her father. , | 

I think a very delightful way to study literature, and the history which 


generous woman—of Concord, Mass., provided when they bought from Mar- 
garet Sidney (the “ Five Little Peppers” lady) the old Orchard House a third 
of a mile down the Lexington highway from Mr. Emerson’s house. Margaret 
Sidney (Mrs. Daniel Lothrop) was the notably generous one in the matter, for 
she sold the house to the Louisa M. Alcott association, which grew out of the 
Concord Woman’s club, for a third of its value, so anxious was ‘she to have 
it preserved as a memorial to Louisa and her sisters, Anna and Elizabeth and 
May, who were the Jo, Meg, Beth, and Amy of “Little Women.” So now 
the house is restored to the aspect it had when the Alcotts lived there and 
annually 8,000 of us children from all over the country visit it during the six 
months of the year itis open. And we-there learn literary history in the most 
fascinating way ’: can be learned. I mean by contacts with the places and 
things that were dear to makers of literature. 

I think, too, that in a way that is much more than sentimental idling, every 
one that goes to Orchard House in Concord makes his devotions at a shrine 
of American home tife. Such a shrine the Alcotts made their home and it is 
the life in such a home that “ Little Women” records with a brightness, a 
particularity, a vivacity and a tenderness which make the book not only an 
engaging tale but a social document which cannot be ignored by students of 
American life. 


“ Little Women” has also a certain epochal significance. 

It was the first unsanctified story about chfldren for children. No one 
who has not turned over the dreadful stuff—canting, ill-written, pompous, 
sanctimonious, and false as that holier-than-thou trash ever is—can realize 
what degrading books the great grandparents of children now ing “* Little 
Women” and “Tittle to read when they was 
whining stuff—all about sin, and hell, and the doom that would get you if 
you were not a smug little prig; and how weary and dreary a world this was, 
and it made the all-father to appear an extremely small-minded, over-bearing 
kind of parent with a special relish and a diabolical skill in punishing little 
children. 

Not to put too fine a point on it, the American child of a “ God-fearing 
household ”’ of a period so late as the sixties was, as to his literary relaxations, 
so fed up with hell that he was hungry for a little humanity. 

That quality “Little Women” provided so brightly, so truthfully, so 
sweetly—but without mawkishness—that it has continued to provide it for 
three and fifty years to the intense satisfaction of normal children who are 
more grateful for a happy world than frightened about hell. - 

In 1868 this book emancipated the American child. The powers of dark- 
ness were dispelled. The good Daniel Lothrop launched * Wide Awake” soon 
after “‘ Little Women” appeared. His grave in Concord is not far from Louisa 
Alcott’s. It bears these words: “ He gave his life in service for children and 
youth: Originating and publishing for them a special literature.” And so the 
American child came into his new kingdom of the imagination and was happier 
and wholesomer. 

Louisa was the impulse behind al! that, unless one goes further back and 
says that the gentle dreamer, thé good, far-visioned unasking Bronson Alcott— 
and, one must confess, the occasionaily maundering Alcott—was, with his 
generous and lofty ideal of what childhood and pedagogics could be, the original 
impulse. 

After Louisa’s years of struggle and failure “ Little Women”’ brought 
her instant success at the age of 36. That success continues. “ You will be 
interested to learn,” writes Mr. Ross of the firm of Little, Brown & Co., the 
present publishers of the Alcott books, “ that the sale of Miss Alcott’s books 
was greater during 1921 than it was twenty-five years ago.’’ From some 
figures collected from various sources I estimate that the sales of “ Little 
Women” have averaged about 13,000 copies a year for fifty-three years and 
that the total of its sales in that period is close to, if it does not exceed, 700,000 
copies. 


Now all that would be neither important, nor very interesting, if ‘‘ Little 


Women” were not a genuine book. It contains a great deal of sentiment, but 
it does not run away into sentimentality. (Indeed, great grandfather, still 
warming his blue fingers at hell's flames, thought it contained two much 
sentiment, and you may find his opinion recorded in vol. xiii. of Appleton’s 
Annual Cyclopedia.) It contains death, too, but death is made very beauti 
ful. I made numerous extracts from “ Little Women” when I was rereading 
it last week, but, as usual, those extracts go by the board, because I get to 
talking with you about the books we discuss together instead of talking out 
of them. Two of the extracts should come into this article, however, because 
they illustrate so tellingly Miss Alcott’s method and manner. Beth is my 
favorite character in “ Little Women,” and it is passages about Beth that I want 
to quote, partly because they are beautiful and partly because, I daresay— 
I hope, indeed—that you know a Beth in real life who, happily for all who know 
her, is not ailing but is living—not to say lively—and is to you a sunny em- 
blem of duty daily performed and of happiness daily diffused. 

Here is the first passage—-the one about the child Beth and her dolle— 


__ / Wot one whole or handsome one among them; all were outcasts till Beth 
took them in; for, when her sisters outgrew these idols, they passed to her, because 
Amy would have nothing old or ugly. Beth cherished them all the more tenderly 

set up a hospital for infirm dolls. No pins were ever stuck 
into their cotton vitals; no harsh words or blows.were ever given them ; no neglect 


ever saddened the heart of the most repulsive: but all were fed and clothed, nursed 


One forlorn fragment of doil- 
anity had belonged to Jo; and, having led a tempestuous life, was left a wreck in 
the ragbag, from which dreary poorhouse it was rescued by Beth, and taken to her 
refuge. ving no top to its head, she tied on a neat little cap, and, as both arms 
and legs were gone, she hid these deficiencies by folding !t in a blanket, and devoting 
her best bed to this chronic invalid. If any one had known the care lavished on this 
dolly, I think it would have touched their hearts, even while they laughed, She 
brought it bits of bouquets; she read to it, took it out to breathe the air, hidden

The new comedy in the Ritz theater, renamed “ Madame Pierre” after 
_Arthur Hornblow Jr. had finished its translation from “ Les Hannetons,” Eu- 
gene Brieux’s original, is dictographic.

It was said of Brieux’s early comedy that it 
preached a moral. It so happens that his quarrel- 
ing Pierre and Charlotte are not married, a usual 
state of stage affairs when the French author wants 
to be interesting in the home. Struck by this odd 
factor in the play, George Bernard Shaw, failing to 
see it for the bit of homely French commonplaces } 
that it is, discovered that here was a preachment against the folly of con- 
cubinage: As it plays in the Ritz the preachment is not to be discovered. If 
there is any propaganda in this febrile, witty farce it is the ridicule heaped 
by a chronic misogynist on the institution of mating, either regular or irregu-

An Invasion Is Rumored. 

Speaking of recent reports from Can- 
ton that-the army of the south China 
republic, under the president, Sun Yat 
Sen, was planiing an invasion of north 
China, one of the delegates—I think 
it was Mr. Wel—a member of the Chi- 
nese legation at London, said that 
such an invasion was a practical im- 
possibility owing to the immense and 
untraversable distance between the two 
parts of China. 

There is no direct railroad connect- 
ing the north and the south. Such an 
army would have to make its way 
through an enemy country for over a 
thousand miles, a country which would 
not be able to furnish supplies. It was, 
he said a military impossibility, and 
such a report must have been spread 
by enemies of north China. 

Our stockyards and our encircling 
boulevards and parks made a great im- 
pression on the members of this Chi- 
nese delegation. They declared that 
there was nothing to equal these Chi- 
cago institutions in any other great 
city. They exchanged cards with many 
of the Chicagoans present and urged 
the Jatter to come to China and to call 
upon them. And then they departed to 
cover the rest of the distance which 
lies between them and whatever recep 
tion awaits them from their own coun- 
try people. 

Perhaps the Chinese will greet them 
with open arms and say that they 
have gotten as much as was possible 
in the way of relief from Japanese 
domimation. Perhaps they won't. You 
never can tell. If the Chinese are not 
pleased it may go hard with the pleas- 
ant and friendly visitors to Mrs. Bush's 
hospitable house last Monday.

In the old days Russian children of 
the upper classes always had tutors 
and governesses living in their families 
whose only duty was to teach them 
French, English, and German. Some- 
times these Russian youngsters did not 


learn their own speech until they were 


nearly grown up and had to go to 
some Russian university. At home 
they were accustomed to speak French 
one day, Bnglish the next one, and 
German the third day, recommencing 
on the fourth with French again. A 


few highly educated families also in- 


cluded Italian in their course of lan- 
guages. 

All that is passed now, and one of 
the great tasks of those interested in 
the future of Russia is the education 
of the children 6f the impovérished 
refugees scattered all about the globe. 
Those Russians who hope for the re- 
turn in a measure of the old régime 
don’t want the coming generation of 
the highly born to be without educa- 
tion when the time comes for them to 
take up the task of rebuilding their

discover one quite different from that 
usually} assigned to this interesting 
study. Sige attributes her entire lack 
of fear or distress at the invasion of 
her apartment by a trio of armed ban- 
dits ten days ago ‘to the lessons she 
had been taking for six weeks in Prof. 
Nelson’s north side public speaking 
class. The discipline of those weekly 
lessons when she was obliged to stand 
on her feet and address the rest of the 
class on some given topic in well 
chosen words has, she says, inured her 
to anything and everything, even to 
the forcible entrance of her home by 
evil doers who belong to a class that 
has the reputation of stopping at noth- 
ing, not even murder, to accomplish its 
ends. 

Her calm self-possession dominated 
the whole household, and even must 
have had some effect on the robbers 
themselves, as they seem to have mani- 
fested rather unexpected qualities dur- 
ing their leisurely visit. One of them 
asked the age of the youngest child 
who was in her crib. On being told it 
he remarked he-had a kid that age at 
home. 

The nurse said: “What will your 
child think of you when she grows up?” 
A ‘question he did not answer. She 
continued her questions by asking him 
what his mother would think of his 
present course in life, whereupon he 
left the room and remained on guard in 
the hall outside the door. 

When the robbers were trying to get 
Mrs. Goodman’s father-in-law’s hand- 
some diamond ring off his finger, from 
which it had not been removed in more 
than twenty-five years, one of the 
band suggested filing it off, whereupon 
another said, “No, don’t do that It 
might hurt him. Try soaping it off.” 
Which they did successfully. 

An illustration of Mrs. Goodman's 
calm is manifested in her remark to 
one of the trio, “I don’t believe you’ve 
even got your revolver loaded.” 

He said, “ How did you know that I 
haven't,” and he snapped the trigger to 
prove it. 

One of them remarked to the wait- 
ress: “You don’t need to be scared. 
We don’t take poor people's money. 
We're only after the rich.”

Imprisoned Seven Hours. 


In spite of all this more or less - 


amiable conversation they must have 
been a callous outfit, as they locked 
the five grown people and two chil- 
dren in a small closet with no certain- 
ty that they would be rescued before 
suffocation set in. Had:it not been 
that Mrs. Goodman's parents-in-law 
were expecting her to dinner that 
evening, it seems highly probable that 
the whole seven would have died like 
rats in a trap. Though the robbers 
said they would telephone the police 
to release their victims, they did not 
do so, and it was only because Mrs. 
William O. Goodman sent the chauf- 
feur to find out why her husband and 
daughter-in-law did not appear that 
the prisoners were set free. 

Their thumpings on floor and ceiling 
were heard by neighbors above and be- 
low. who laid it to automobiles in the 
street-outside. By the time they were 
set free all the seven were purple in 
the face and had violent headaches 
which lasted some hours. 

While Mrs. Goodman lost some val- 
uable and especially precious jewels 
and a little money, she takes the whole 
affair with a calm and philosophic at- 
titude which is an example to all other 
women in a similar plight. If a course 
in Prof. Nelson’s public speaking 
classes can produce such a tranquil 
self-control and serenity, his classes 
ought to be crowded as long as Chi- 
cago is the haven of the largest and 
most successful outfit of professional 
criminals of any modern and supposed- 
ly civilized city today.

“IT’S ALL WRONG.” 

“What's wrong with farming?” 
This question, propounded in heavy 
italics by Tue TRIBUNE in its agricul- 
tural department, is calcuated to 
make a man who has been farming 
more or less ever 
since he was born 
on a farm in the 
most fertile por- 
tion of this coun- 
try, think in ital- %. 
ics, if there is such 
a thing. His first me 
impulse will be to 
guete the words of 
the doughboy 
tramping along 
under his heavy 
toad through slush 
and mud into the 
prospect of an 
open grave, | 
all wrong.’ 

In the hints 

given as to the problems which ‘face 
the farmer today, such as taxes, corn 
acreage reduction, grain prices, 
finances. renter and landowner's diffi- 
culties, agricultural organizatiqas, co- 
jperative buying and selling organiza- 
tions, the farmer who is asked to an- 
ewer them is placed in the position of 
thie school teacher who had put on the 
blackboard a difficult proposition for 
solution and who turned to her pupils 
and said, “Now. boys, watch me go 
through it.” 
Credit Proves an Evil. 

Then there are so many other factors 
and stumbling blocks aiding and pre- 
venting the restoration of the farmer's 
buying power-—not the _ restoration, 
really, for the farmer has never had a 
substantial buying power. When he 
bought it was like the pig that was 
left a huge pumpkin for a house and 


when she or her little pigs nibbled at 


the inside they ate up their home. To 
the farmer, credit has proved an evil 
and debt is his crime. Officers in va- 
rious guise are now swarming to his 
door to exact the penalty. 

It has been supposed that farmers 
all over the country have made money 
and that many have died rich. This 
supposition is not based upon facts. 
The farmer placed in this class has 
been simply a real estate dealer. 

No Evidence of Wealth. 

Look throughout the agricultural 
districts of the Mississippi valley, 
which is the bread basket and cream 
jug of the world, and what do you see? 
After more than fifty years of toil and 
struggle, an occasional good barn is 
seen and hundreds of poor residences, 
no better improved in most instances 
than when they were first put up for 
shelter. Any city man forced to live 


In one of these structures would cal! 


it a mere shack, but the old owner who 
has died was shown to be a rich man 
in the Probate court because each acre 
of his farm is given a valuation of 
from $200 to $400. He had stuck by it 
like a puppy to a root until it had 
risen in vaiue, or like an old dog that 
barked at a hole in the wall until the 
game got tired of the music and came 
out. 

With the rise in value of the acres, 
which came simply by holding them 
many years, the taxes advanced, the 
fertility became reduced, the price of 
fertilizers was advanced to a prohibt 
tive degree, the grain elevators were 
organized into a combine, a state bank 
was established in the nearest village, 
the farmer borrowed freely, bought 
expensive agricultural implements and 
an automobile, saw his sons go off to 
the cities or to war, worked himself 
and his wife harder, and now, a pos 
sible widower, for his wife has been 
sacrificed, he sees the market for his 
products drop far below the cost of 
production—and, though called rich, he 
is more heavily burdened by debt per 
capita than is any foreign alien citizen 
who must meet the indemnities of 
war. 

He's a Sticker. 

The remedies? There may be some 
of ther in the world's readjustment 
and in legislation, but there is no pan- 
acea, “It’s all wrong.” 

A recent TRIBUNE editorial quoted 
the average wage of the farmer at 7 
cents an hour: still the attitude of this 
laborer in the vineyard is not yet that 
of the familiar striker in other occupa- 
tions—the farmer will not strike; he 
will stick alongside of Mother Nature 
without shirking and work on.

We have problems to solve 
that need intelligent attention, because 
farming is the one great manufactory 
of necessities that affects every man, 
woman, and child, and through these 


every industry of whatever kind. 


Our great trouble now is that we are

We 
can hold on, even though selling at 
loss, by eating into such surplus as we

We will, for one thing, make such 
old machinery as ordinarily would 
be junked last for another season or 
two. Improvements and such comforts 
as we might otherwise obtain will go 
along for a time. We will buy and we 
are buying onlg that which we must 


have. 
Analyzing the Trouble. 

The cause of our present trouble is 
fairly easy to see; the cause itself, cor- 
related with life and industry as it is, 
is complex and difficult to remove, but 
the way out will be found. 

With climatic Conditions, in all of 
their varied moods; with disease, acci- 
dents, bugs, varmints, all of which 
form a definite part of every farmer's 
life and bueiness, our problem is not 
now, never was, and, regardless of the 
increasing number of mouths to 
feed, perhaps never will be one of 
production. Machinery, improved meth- 
ods of cultivation, etc., will take care, 
for many years to come, at least, of any 
demand made upon production. 

The two all important factors eco- 
nomically controlling almost all com- 
modities apply equally well to farm 
products—supply and demand. 


War Inflated Milk Prices. 


Take milk as an example. The de- 
rnarid born of the war raised the price 
to heretofore unheard of heights. .The 
profits derived from its production 
caused farmers throughout entire dairy 
districts to increase the supply. The 
demand for milk created a demand for 
dairy cows, automatically raising their 
price. Young stock was withheld from 
the market to mature, decreasing the 
market supply and raising the price 
there. So, too, not alone with milk, 
but the same cause affected all indus- 
try, and ran through the entire line of 
farm products. 

High cost of farm products means @ 
high cost of living. High cost of living 
means higher wages have to be paid, 
and this means an increase in the price 
of the products they enter into, prod- 
ucts that farmers have to buy. 


When the War Mouth Closed. 


The demand for farm products, not 
considering other things, was like a 
great mouth calling, “More, more,” 
into which these producis were pour 
ing. This was a war mouth, created 
and opened by the war. That upheaval 
over, the mouth began to close, slowly 
at first, then more swiftly, until only 
a comparative buttonhole remained. 
The vast supply of farm products 
struck it, could not be consumed by it, 
and slopped over the sides. Here was 
overproduction, or rather undercon- 
sumption, which has the same identical 
effect—a greater supply than the mar- 
ket could absorb. 

The inevitable happened—condensing 
plants, with the great demand abroad 
cut off, closed their doors, tons of milk 
were thrown on the market, a market 
that could not take care of it, and the 
prices dropped and dropped until now, 
perhaps, the bottom has been reached 
—sales at a loss resulting. 

The lack of demand abroad is not the 
only cause, of course. All industry, 
stimulated by the war, found itself in 


the same position as the milk industry, 


and factory doors were closed, incomes 
limited or cut off, thus reducing the 
buying ability of the consumer. 

Farmers, unlike other manufacturers, 
could not close their doors and sit 
tight. Farming is not as simple as 
that. We had to keep right on milk- 
ing, will have to keep right on sowing. 
planting, and cultivating. As a matter 
of course, ‘we sold our poorest cows, got 
rid of most, if not all, of our young 
stock. All were doing it at the same 
time, The stock market flooded, and 
the has not been reached. In all, 
farming is simply passing through the 
effects of abnormal conditions, suffer- 
ing, as all industry is suffering, from 
the debauching headache. When sur- 
plus supplies are consumed wheels will 
begin to turn again, and we shall be 
on our way.to normal. 


Problem is Complex.: 


The object of the business of farm- 
ing from the farmer's point of view is 
to make a good, substantial living and 
a profit on work and investment. In 
this we are not asking too much. The 
business of farming from the public’s 
point of view is to-get food td their 
tables at a reasonable price. In some 
respects neither of these objects is 
being fulfilled; both consumer and pro- 
ducer have'a kick coming. They both 
can be fulfilled by true codperation, 
Jhowever far off it may be. This is a 
triple combination—producer, distrib- 
utor, consumer. 

Our marketing system is not func- 
tioning to produce the desired results. 
There are too many hands between the 
field and the table—hands that are 
often too large. Some of these must 
g0, some must take a smalier profit, 
some must change their methods of 
selling a small amount with a large 
profit on each article rathér than quan- 
tities with a.small profit on each. 

Massive farmers’ corporations such 
as are now being formed will help. 
Political blocs will help. But beneath 
all such codperation as we see in farm- 
ers’ mutual insurance and telephone 
companies, creameries, etc.—these lat- 
ter tn St. Paul, for instance, having 
gone so far as to distribute their own 
milk—will, given time, form the trip!c 
combination.

ALL, THEY ASK IS JUSTICE. 

Farming conditions are due to lack 
of coSperation. The majority of farm- 
ers operate as selfiah individuals with- 
out any relation to their neighbors. If 
groups would organize as a unit pres- 
ent condition’ could be discussed and 
means suggested as remedies. “In 
union there is strength.” 

Another reason is that they are satis- 
fied with present methods and hesitate 
—~in fact, refuse absolutely—to listen 
to new methods and means of doing 
things.

Next use pressure 
and convince the public that the farm- 
er is not- asleep, but wide awake, alert,

Getting Folks Interested. 


Again these meetings may not al- 
ways be strictly business, because in 
any kind of work we must not forget 
that sociability is a great benefit to all. 
By having social events they would be 
a means of g&ting the people acquaint- 
ed and interested. 

All the farmer asks is justice. With 
this he can be assured of a livelihoed. 
Under present conditions this is most 
uncertain. Now one has a mere ¢x- 
istence. 

Summing ft up, I would say, “ Let 
Une farmers organise and codperate, 
come out of their selfish shell; use pres- 
sure and prove to the country that 
after all they are entitled to liberty and 
justice, and insist that unless they can 
be guaramteed of these they shail be 
forced to have recourse to methods un- 


FACTORS SPELLING DEFEAT. 

In the letters you receive regarding 
“what's wrong with farming,” others 
will tell of low prices for products, 
high taxes, high prices for machinery, 
high rates of interest, high rent, a road 
policy which would make possible farm 
to market roads instead of transconti- 
nental highways, and no doubt many 
other things, but my letter will have to 
do with some things that are”often 
overlooked and yet are at the bottom 
of many a farmer’s troubles. , 

Many farms are too small to be prof- 
itable, owing to the fact that the out- 
lay for equipment, buildings, insur- 
ance, etc., is as large on ¥ighty acres 
as on 160 or 200 acres. 

Crop yields would be much larger per 
acre, and often the extra ten or twenty 
bushels represent the profit above cost 
of production. Too much of the live 
stock on farms ie of the scrub variety, 
which means a low return on live stock 

investment. 
Poor Management’ Seen. 

Addition of limestone, crop rotation 
with legumes, and the use of proper 
fertilizers will on most farms mean 
larger yields per acre, and the use of 
pure bred sires in all branches of live 
stock will mean a better grade of beef 
and pork at lower cost of production 
and higher prices for breeding stock. 

Poor management in regard to labor, 
both horse and man, is found many 


* 


times. Failure to do the odd jobs in 


slack times means delay ‘in the busy 
season. Unnecessary gnachinery, care- 
lessiess, ang@ waste are other factors 
which spell defeat. 

These things properly adjusted in a 
farm business will mean higher returns 
per dollar invested even on g low mar- 
ket. Everybody knows that higher 
prices for products would mean more 
money for the farmer, but the fact 
that the first class farmer is euffer- 
ing the least is proof of the foregoing 
statement.

Corn Acreage Cut 
Meets Disapproval 


Corn growers of Champaign county 
recently met and unanimously agreed 
to unite with the farmers of the corn 
belt to hold their corn for 50 cents a 
bushel, to cut the corn acreage this 


year as much as necessary to avoid in- 
creasing the surplus, and to sell direct 
to the consumer when possible. A com- 
mittee was appointed to urge other 
farmers throughout the surplus pro- 
ducing corn area to meet and organize 
to hold their corn until they got 5&6 
cents 9 bushel for it. 

“Estimates show that half the corn 
is already disposed of, with nine 
months left to feed a hungry world,” 
according to a statement sent out by 
W. 8. Van Doren, chairman of the 
farmers’ publicity committee. ‘‘ Corn 
is the richest and cheapest grain food 
in the world. We ought not sel] any 
more for less than 60 cents. By cutting 
production a little, we need not sell 
for lese than 50 cents.” 

The farm bureau officials of Cham- 
paign county and the Illinois Agricul- 
tural association asked to carry 
out the plans that were outlined at the 
farmers’ meeting, but both organiza- 


tions refused to back the movement. 


Good Horses Are 
_ Scarce This Spring 


Horsemen are finding that good 
horses are scarce this spring. In spite 
of the fact that the opening of the 
cropping season is only a few weeks 
ahead and farmers are becoming inter- 
ested in work stock for their spring 
work, the horse and mule market is 
comparatively low. Reports coming 
from the leading markets to the Horse 
Association of America show that 
prices were only medium during Jan- 
uary: 

Farmers have been holding their 
horses and mules, waiting for a higher 
price and lower transportation rates. 
But the sales in January of this year— 
30,000 horses and mules—com pared 
with those last year showed an in- 
crease.

CCORDING to a dispatch just 
received from London by Tut 
Cricaco Tripcne Foreign News 
> bureau more than 50,000 persons 
were flown between London and Paris 
during 1921, more than 25,000 flights 
were made by airplanes, and only two 
persons were kii.ed.

Minister Guest of the British empire. 
After a long and emphatic general 
appeal for aviation he urgéd that im.
